It is practle&lly impossible to give aqy kind of a 
lecture on Intelligence which coses under the heading of "unclassified,” 
and from bitter experience ve have all learned that It is Impossible 
to run an Intelligence agency with a lot of publicity. The Central 
Intelligence Agency, itself, hae been the recipient of much unwanted 
publicity which we have tried to discourage. It looks as if we are 
beginning now to have a little success in this respect. Consequent ijf, 

I should hate to break up that trend by giving a lecture myself. So 
far we have limited lectures about the Central Intelligence Agency, 
made by personnel of the Central Intelligence Agency, to lectures at 
some of the service sehoole before very limited numbers of officers 
who have previously been cleared to receive classified Information, 
and we swst hold to such restrictions. 

A lecture on intelligence with only unclassified material would 
be the most bore some thing that oould be Imagined, and I shouldn't 
like to inflict that on your students! I am sorry that I can't give 
you a more agreeable answer, but I hope you will understand. 

Janie and I send our thanks for your good wishes to stay with 
you as well as our own best wishes to 4 $»f and yourself.
